Two more little volumes by or 
about great Maryknoll personali- 
ties have been published by Mc- 
Mullen Books. The Story of Fa- 
ther Price is an abridgment of Tar 
Heel Apostle, the original biog- 
raphy of the cofounder of Mary- 
knoll. It describes the boyhood of 
Thomas Frederick Price in North 
Carolina and his apostolate in that 
state which in his-day “did not 
differ much from missions in the 
Orient today.” The vision of this 
humble, deeply spiritual man 

ened out to the broad horizons 
| the foreign missions. 

From Father Price’s first meet- 
ing with Father James A. Walsh 
of Boston grew the joint aim 
which led to the founding of the 
Catholic Foreign Mission Society of 
America. Maryknoll’s first superior 
was Father (later Bishop) Walsh 
and leader of its first group of 


\missioners to South China was Fa- 


ther Price. He died there, this 
holy priest whose special love of 
the Blessed Mother and St. Berna- 
dette motivated everything he did. 

The care of the missionary base 
then fell on the shoulders of young 
Father Francis Xavier Ford. His 
life and heroic death at the hands 
of the Chinese Reds in 1952 form 
the inspiring substance of the 
book, Stone in the King’s Highway.

A® excommunicated priest was 

reported recently by at least 
one News Service as speaking 
before the 6th Annual meeting of 
Protestants and Other Americans 
United for Separation of Church 
and State.

The man 
‘beneath the cassock can, almost 
imperceptibly, almost unconscious- 
ly, grow less worthy of it. That 
man, too, lives in the world al- 
though he is not of it, and perhaps 
more than any other man on earth 
is required to walk in the mire of 
the world. No one else has the in- 
timate knowledge of sin that he 
has. Others talk of it, even know 
it, but if they do, they are part of 
it. Is it surprising, then, if at times 
one or another of his number 
nine gre for a while and slips be- 
neath the surface, is engulfed, be- 
comes part of the mire, not in 
kind, never in kind, but in physical 
union?

transfers us from the powers of 
darkness to the Kingdom of the 
Son of God's love. It places us in 
a divine order, in a supernatural 
condition, so that the good works 
we perform as children of God in 
the state of grace may merit sup- 
ernatural reward for us to be en- 
joyed eternaily. 

Confirmation not only brings to 
us the Holy Spirit in person, but 
it registers us as soldiers in the 
army of Christ here on earth. Both 
Baptism and Confirmation stamp 
the soul indelibly, the former as 
a child of God, the latter as a sol- 
dier of Christ. Now the evident 
connotation of “soldier” is a fight- 
ing man. Those who are enrolled in 
the army of a nation are expected 
to be loyal to that nation, to be 
ready to die to protect and defend 
it against assaults from outside. 

A soldier of Christ has to fight 
spiritual battles. St. Paul apprises 
us of the character of the enemies 


whom we must fight. These are not 
only “flesh and blood,” which 
means bad example from others 
and our own animal instincts, but 
also “principalities and wers, 
the spirits of wickedness in high 
places” (Eph. 6:12). By the latter 
characterization St. Paul referred 
to the jealous and God-hating 
devils. They are jealous of us who 
are destined to take the place ori- 
ginally allocated to them, and they 
are haters of God, Who has exclud- 
ed them forever from the bliss 
which was offered to them. 
Instituted By Christ 

But does the Bible call Confir- 
mation a Sacrament, and does it 
make clear that Christ instituted 
it? No, the Bible does not call Bap- 
tism a Sacrament, but any ordi- 
nance of God is a Sacrament which 
either gives grace or gives the au- 
thor of grace or the Holy Spirit.

by the Apostles themselves does 
not appear in the Bible. In fact 
they lived and began their minis- 
try before even one word of the 
New Testament was written. But 
we learn from the Bible that the 
Holy Ghost came down upon them 
on Pentecost; that they were actu- 
ally “filled with the Holy Ghost” 
(Acts. 2:4); and we learn from St. 
John (7:39) and from St. Luke 
(Acts 2:38) that the gift of Pente- 
cost was intended for all Christi- 
ans. 

St. Paul and St. John made fre- 
quent reference to Confirmation 
without calling it by that name. 

We call the book containing in- 
spired writings “the Bible,” but 
that word does not appear in that 
book. We give a name to a channel 
of grace, as we do to the truths 
taught in the Bible. 

We read in Acts (8:14, 18) that 
Peter and John visited Samaria 
where there lived a number of 
people who had been baptized, but 
who had not yet received the 
“Holy Ghost.” Then we read that 
these Apostles “laid hands on them 
and they received the Holy Ghost.” 
In other words, they received an- 
other Sacrament different from’ 
Baptism. 
| The Bishop, as a successor to 
the Apostles who imparted the Holy 
‘Ghost to those already baptized 
‘through the Sacrament of € 
imation, has been the ordinary 
| minister of that Sacrament ever 
‘since. He places his hand on the

After he receives Holy Com- 
munion it would be only natural 
that the priest might want to spend 
some time just talking to Our Lord, 
as we do after we receive. But 
the Church does not allow him to 
do this.

Instead, he opens the tabernacle 
door and takes out the golden 
ciborium. He uncovers it, while 
the altar boy says again the won- 
derful Confiteor. This, you remem- 
ber, is the prayer we say at the 
beginning of Mass, to tell God that 
we are sorry for our sins. After 
the Confiteor the priest says two 
short prayers that ask God to for- 
give us our sins. 

And right here there is one 
thing that we ought always to re- 
member. Some people, you know, 
get the wrong idea that we must go 
to confession each time we go to 
Holy Communion. They feel that 
because they have venial sins they 
are not worthy of receiving Our 
Lord. In a way, this is right. We 
are not worthy of receiving Our 
Lord. But—and this is very impor- 
tant—we do not receive Our Lord 
because we are worthy. We receive 
Him because we need Him. The 
only thing that should oom us 
from receiving Him is mortal sin 

As a matter of fact, if we are 
sorry enough for our venial sins 
the prayers that the priest says 
now, asking God to forgive us, may 
really take away our venial sins! 

For this reason we ought to 
make up our minds once and for all 
that, whenever the priest holds up 
the Host in front of him and tells 
us that This is the Lamb of God, 
who wants to come to us, we will 
always go to the communion rail 
and receive Our Lord.

We Have It Easy 


It is not known precisely at 
what time fasting was enjoined up- 
on the faithful as a command in- 
stead of a counsel, but in the early 
centuries all the penances were 
far more rigorous than they are 
today. Up to the eighth century, 
the faithful kept an absolute fast 
until sunset all during Lent and 
on certain other occasions. Then 
the meal consisted only of bread 
and’ vegetables. In some parts of 
the world even water was not used 
during the day. Eating at noon 
was not permitted at all. 

About the tenth century the 
breaking of the fast at noonday 
was introduced, and some time lat- 
er, the taking of a “collation” was 
permitted at evening in addi- 


latter dates from about the fif- 
teenth century. Even then the 
amounts were small. In the six- 
teenth century traces of the cus- 
tom specify not more than an 
ounce and a half of bread and a 
ass of wine. Allowance 
of a collation of “eight ounces in 
the evening” and a small piece of 
bread with tea or warm nk in 
the morning was introduced in the 
nineteenth ceatury a

| Although some form’ of fasting 
'time has been observed in prepar- 
‘ation for Easter from the earliest 
days of Christianity, the duration 
‘of the penitential season has not 
‘always been the same in the dif- 
‘ferent ages of the Church's history. 
|The early writers such as Tertul- 
lian, St. Irenaeus, and St. Athanas- 
ius of Alexandria speak of a fast 
of 40 days. From about the fourth 
century this 40-day fast was kept 
in most parts of the world, though 
some, such as the Greeks, began 
their Lent earlier. Others kept a 
fast of 36 days, beginning on the 
day after the first Sunday of Lent. 
In the year 846 at a Council held 
at Meaux, in France, the four days 
‘before that first Sunday were of- 
ficially added. But even then, it 
was not universal. 

Nevertheless, the lenten regula- 
‘tions of the Church were often 
very severe. This was particularly 


.| true in the Middle Ages when all 


flesh meat was forbidden, and also 
‘for the most part, milk, butter, 
cheese, eggs, etc. This prohibi- 
‘tion extended originally to Sun- 
'days also. 

| There were also in the very 
early times the so-called “Renunci- 
ants.” These went farther than the 
law, and allowed themselves only 
two meals a week for no less than 
eight weeks preceding Easter. 
However, this was never an obli- 
gation, but merely a voluntary pen- 


ance. 

The Church has instituted Lent 
as a remembrance of the 40-day 
fast of Christ, and as a means of 
sanctification for her children. She 
has always taught the necessity of 
penance for justification. Christ 
Himself said, “Unless you do pen- 
ance, you shall all likewise perish.” 
It is necessary for men to “chastize 
the body and bring it under sub- 
jection.” St. Paul says, “If I live 
according to the flesh, I shall die; 
but if by the spirit I mortify the 
works of the flesh I shall live.” 
This doctrine has been repeated 
by every writer in the entire list 
of the Church's teachers in every 
century. 

The body is ever striving for 
mastery over the spirit. This is 
the reason for mortification. In 
recent years the Church has con- 
siderably mitigated the laws of 
fast and abstinence. Yet, she con- 
tinues to maintain the Christ-given 
command of “penance” as neces- 
sary for all unto salvation. When 
we consider what rigorous penanc- 
es others have Ban lane for the 
love of Christ, shall the light ones 
jof today be too much!

United States, will commemorate 
on February 28, the 99th year 
since the articles of incorporation 
and state charter for the school 
were issued under the laws of In- 
diana. Next year the noted wo- 
men’s college will celebrate the 
centenary of its establishment at 
Notre Dame, just west of the Uni- 
versity. 


Begun as an academy for girls 
in Bertrand, Mich. in 1844, the 
school was started by four young 
French Sisters of Holy Cross who 
had come to the Indiana frontier 
the previous year to assist the 
riests and brothers who had 
ounded the University of Notre 
Dame in 1842. The Sisters estab- 
lished their own girl’s school six 
miles north of Notre Dame at Bert- 
rand, which was chartered by the 
State of Michigan in 1851. 


The Sisters of Holy Cross also 
served as teachers for Indian mis- 
sions in both Indiana and Michigan 
while the academy grew under a 
staff of additional nuns from 
France and American novices. But 
the Sisters came to realize that 
Chicago was fast replacing Bert- 
rand as the area’s population trad- 
ing center, so in 1855 the young 
school was moved to its present 
site north of South Bend, which 
was close to convenient rail trans- 
portation to Chicago.

On 600 acres of land obtained 


through the aid of Rev. Edward 
Sorin, founder of Notre Dame, the 
Sisters of Holy Cross began to 
build their new school. It was on 
February 28 of that year that the 
Indiana charter was granted to St. 
Mary’s and since that time the 
physical growth of the campus has 
continued to keep pace with the 
academic development of the fully 
accredited women’s college.
